Would Not Dare to Tread Their Friends and Then 


Wonder Why the Youngsters Lose Faith in Them | 


I often wonder why parents use so little tact tn dealing with their 
children. They recognize the fact that grown-ups must be handled diplo- 
matically, and that if you would “sell” them yourself or an idea you must 
be careful of your approach and avoid rousing 
their antagonisms and nimbly sidestep their 
Ittle peculiarities of temper and temperament 


They realize that it isn't so much 
what you say as the time, the place and 
the wey in which you say it that makes 
your fviends accept your point of view and 
fall in with your plans. - 

But they use no such finesse in dealing 
with their children. They run roughshod over 


ell of thelr peculiarities of disposition . They 
enforce thelr opinions arbitrarily on their 
youngsters. They are carelessly indifferent to 


the child’s feelings, yet at no time during our 
whole lives are our nerves so raw and our sen- 
sibilities so near the surface as in childhood. 


As we grow older we become callous to 
the opinions of the world. We grow an 
epidermis trom which the criticisms of our 
fellows glance off as harmlessly as a chance 
arrow from a rhinoceros’ hide, But a child's sou! has no such covering.

Neither should we tell 
Mrs. B, that she ts too fat, or that she has the hideous B. nose that is 
hereditary in her family. Nor should we remark to thin and delicate 
Miss C, that she appears tubercujous to us.

37 Persons Injured in 257 
Mishaps For Month 
Of July 


With 257 accidents itn which 
persons were injured, Edmonton's 
accident total for July is the highest 
in police records, the nearest one 
month figure being recorded in July 
1927, when there was a*total of 234 
crashes. The accidents for July bring 
the total since the first of the year to 
1245. 

The month was clear of fata! noci- 
dents, although four of them were of 
@ serious nature, the victims being in 
a@ critical condition for some time 
after they were removed to the hos- 
pital. 


Of the total number hurt, 27 were 
knocked down by motor cars or 
‘wagons. Nine were hurt when the 


cars in which they were riding crashed 
with other vehicles, two of them being 
railway trains. One was hurt when 
she was thrown from a buggy 
Twelve of the accident victims wére 


taken to hospital while 25 received 
injuries which were classed as 
“minor.” 


The only fatal street accident since 
the first of the year occurred in 
March when Mrs. Helen Lyle McKay 


wes knocked down on the Fort Road 
and died 12 hours later at the hos- 
pital 


Monthly totals since the first of the 
year are: January 141, February 109, 
March 168, April 202, May 147, June 
221, and July 257.

FRUIT BUYING 
“PUBLIC TO BE. 
~ NDEDBY RULE 


OTTAWA, Aug. 1.—To better meet 
she requirements of houschelders who 
buy fruit in smal] quantities, an order- 
in-council has been passed by the 
government rescinding the old grade 
for crate apples which called for a 
minimum size number two grade for 
each variety and no culls, and pro- 
viding what is termed a “household” 
grade which includes applies of . & 
minimum size for fancy or number 
two grade, unwrapped, jumble packed 


and sold in boxes or crates. In order 
to allow for variation incident to 
commercial grading, handling and 
packing the new order permits 15 per 
cent of small stem punctures, and five 
ner cent by court under the remaining 
requirements of grade. In the same 
i‘ der amended definitions are pro- 
vided for peaches, grade two staked 
and number one grapes 
Details of Plan 


The order reads 

“The number two grade for peaches 
shall consist of peaches which are 
fully developed, firm to hard ripe, of 
one variety, cf fair color for the vari- 
ety, no culls, of a minimum size of 
one and seven-eighths inches in dia- 
meter, and shall be free from worms. 
bruises and from serious damage 
caused by disease, insects or other 
means 

“For peaches packed in 
peach boxes the minimum 
number one shall be 90 count 
for number two, 108 count 

“Stakes tomatoes of a minimum of 
1%, and a maximum of 1% in dic- 
meter may be included under the se- 
lect grade 

“The number one grade for grapes 
shall consist of grapes which are ma- 
ture, clean, fully developed, sound, of 
one variety, of good color for the vari- 
ety, and well formed bunches for the 
variety, free from rot, mildew and 
from damage caused by disease, in- 
sects, or other means; no culis
